o Create a T-chart where students write their observations and then infer meaning about the people that made the picture, writing, or
artifact.
e Use different primary sources about a specific topic to investigate what happened.
e Virtual tours of museums with documents and artifacts.
o Have students write an essay or create a slideshow explaining how the documents/artifacts they found have had a lasting impact on
today’s world.

Possible Civic Engagement Activities
